He 
has even ‘built a small pool at one end of his 
flower garden, and a family of frogs in it are 
a great help in keeping his place free of in- 
sects. 

Though living nearly half a mile from his 
nearest neighbor, he feels no isolation. His 
last neighbor, the only other resident on Wood 
Hill road, was to say the least, an uncongenial 
sort—being, in fact, the same Michael Saba who 
last spring stabbed to death his housekeeper’s 
husband.

No hermit, however, is Francois Henuset. He 
comes down to Haggett’s Pond road quite often 
to visit his neighbors there, and do a few odd 
jobs for them.

Though a Canadian by birth, he 
seems to have adopted that sturdy self-reliance 
which New England has always claimed as its 
largest asset. And, limited though his resources 
are, he has a philosophy of giving that people 
everywhere would be better for following. 

“You can say ‘Thank you,’ again and again” 
he reminded his guests last Saturday, ‘‘And 
still, it may come only from the lips. The real 
way to prove your gratitude is to give some- 
thing to your benefactors.” Perhaps he gives 
us, unknowingly, much more than he receives.

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White Plans To Rebuild 


Fire In Town’s Oldest House 


Ruins Valuable Antique Materials 


A little thing like a $6000 fire doesn’t stop Sid White. 

Sid had spent the best part of the summer making the oldest 
house in town look, from the outside, at least, like the newest, 
when a violent fire, raging through the building early Sunday 
morning, set him back considerably further than his starting 


point. 


However, he has spent so much time and money on the old 
Abbot homestead already that he’s darned if he’s going to be 
stopped by a little fire, gutting a small matter of eleven rooms. 
He’s planning to repair the damage, and eventually, to live 


in the place himself. 


There’s an awful lot of valuable 
building material to ‘be replaced, 
material which is hard to get be- 
cause it is intended to duplicate, 
as exactly as possible, that in the 
original structure. The glass in the 
burned out windows, for instance, 
has a peculiar wavy texture hard to 
imitate by present-day processes, 
and Sid now has 30 panes left out 
of nearly 500 which he recently in- 
stalled. 

The rest of the replacement job 
is going to be just about as diffi- 
cult. Among the furnishings lost 
are all the old paneling around 
three downstairs and two upstairs 
fireplaces, and most paneled doors, 
still hung on two-hundred-year-old 
hinges. In some rooms, practically 
all of the wainscoting has been de- 
stroyed, and huge oak timbers near 
the fireplaces will have to come out. 
One corner of the house has been 
burned completely through, the fire 
going through wainscot, beams, 
plaster and clapboards. These must 
be filled in to form an unbroken 
line with the undamaged section. 
Finally, the beautiful staircase in 
the front corridor has been de- 
stroyed, and the only access to the 
stairs, which, made of old pine and 


Though it is the antique part of 
the house that will be difficult to 
replace, practically all the recent 
repair work in the Abbot house will 
have to be redone. Paint had been 
applied to the exterior of the house, 
and the interior finish was expected 
to be completed this week. Newly 
installed radiators and plumbing 
fixtures were cracked ‘by the com- 
bination of theat and cold water, 
and are probably a total loss. But, 
as Shakespeare said, “All’s to do 
again.” 

White, however, takes a rather 
cheerful view of a most depressing 
situation. He is glad that a room 
in the attic, filled with antiques, 
was undamaged, and that the bulk 
of the furniture, which he had 
scoured the countryside to obtain, 
was housed in another part of town. 


Most of all, he is glad that the 
room doors. within the building 
were closed, preventing a much 


more effective spread of the flames. 

He realizes, however, that he has 
a big job on his hands, getting his 
house ready to be occupied before 
winter sets in. His difficulties lie, 
not only in obtaining the right ma- 
terial, but in installing it. The huge 
15 x 15 beams supporting the roof 
will have to be taken out, for ins- 
tance, without disturbing the roof

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itself, and new features will have 
to blend perfectly with the old ma- 
terial which has been salvaged. 

The fire which caused all the 
trouble was discovered early Sun- 
day morning, by someone as yet un- 
known. Firemen arriving at the 
scene found that a great deal of 
damage had already been done, and 
it was some time before the flames 
were ‘brought completely under 
control. How the fire started is in- 
explicable, and Fire Chief C. Ed- 
ward Buchan and Lieut. Frank 
Hale, representative of the state 
fire marshal, were able to find no 
clue to its source. It has been es 
tablished that the fire was started 
in a small closet near the cellar 
stairs, which made of old pine and 
very dry, gave the flames a quick 
start; they spread rapidly through 
the house before the alarm was 
sounded. 

The partly-burned building isi lo- 
cated on Argilla road, a short dis- 
tance from its junction with Ando- 
ver street. It is not to be confused 
with its neighbor, the better-known 
old Abbot house just beside it, but 
was ‘built about ten years earlier 
by the same men, the Abbot 
brothers after which the two houses. 
are named. Both have the same gen- 


eral fashion of construction, and 
the arrangement of the rooms in 


each is approximately the same. 

It is a strange and ironic thing 
to think that by this old structure 
have marched colonists and In- 
dians, minutemen and redcoats, 
workers on the new railroad close 
by, and soldiers marching off to the 
Civil War; and that, having lived 
through some of the most spec- 
tacular and dangerous episodes of 
American history, it should be en- 
dangered by nothing more roman- 
tic than a fire in a cellar closet. 
Given a new lease on life, however, 
who knows how many pages of his- 
tory it may yet see turned?

At Crossing 


Decision Made At 
Scene of Accident 
This Morning 


At a survey this morning by local 
Officials and church and railroad 
authorities, at the crossing into St. 
Augustine’s cemetery where three 
local people recently lost their 
lives, it was decided to install there 
a protective device consisting of 
automatic gates, a blinker light and 
a bell. 

The choice was made after rail- 
road officials had pointed out that 
any one of three systems could be 
used, a bell alone, a bell and blink- 
er, or the triple signal now ten- 
tatively adopted. The railroad of- 
ficials had favored the use of either 
the bell, blinker, or both, since the 
automatic gates would be awkward 
in ‘the event of a funeral passing 
through the crossing. Rev. Thomas 
B. Austin, O.S.A., pastor of St. 
Augustine’s church, pointed out 
that he had a caretaker on duty in 
the cemetery every day, who could 
make sure that no inconvenience 
was caused. 

{\ was expected that ‘the installa- 
tion of the warning devices would 
cost in the neighborhood of $3800, 
and the parish authorities and rail- 
road officials are expected to con- 
fer ‘within a few days on possible 
means of dividing the expenses. 

The officials attending the meet- 
ing also looked over the crossing 
a little further north on the track, 
at the entrance to the old Smith 
and Dove field, now owned by St. 
Augustine’s parish and much used 
by them as an athletic playstead. 
Father Austin pointed out that he 
was willing to block up this cross- 
ing, and to construct a road from 
the cemetery into the athletic field, 
iso that one guarded entrance could 
provide access to both. This de- 
cision, however, rests entirely in 
his hands.

Hold The Torch High ~~ 


For the second time in a few short 
months the stars and stripes on An- 
dover’s flag poles have descended to 
half mast, not for a Civil War veteran, 
not for a Spanish War veteran, not for 
a World War veteran, but for a young 
man barely past high school age. Not so 
many months ago David Brown was ou‘ 
on the football field giving his very best 
for Punchard High School, and with 
that same spirit of wanting to give the 
finest that was in him he entered the 
service of the United States. Had there 
been no war, Dyke Brown and Bob 
Thompson would still be active young 
ae with their whole lives ahead of 
them. 


They can’t be brought back but we 
can, as Lincoln wished for those who 
died at Gettysburg, do our utmost to see 
that they shall not have died in vain. 
Andover lost a good many boys like Da- 
vid Brown and Bob Thompson back in 
the days of 1917 and 1918, but, thanks 
to those who wrote the peace treaties 
after that war, those boys and every- 
body else who died in those years, really 
did die in vain. To the leaders of the na- 
tions of the world, they tossed a torch, 
and the leaders didn’t hold it high. 

It may be years before the second 
World War is ended, and many more An- 
dover boys may join the ranks of our 
hero dead. But when it is all over, let us 
make certain that it won’t happen again, 
that the little boys of our day will not, 
twenty years hence, face the same fate 
that the little boys of twenty years ago 
now face. 

If the peace that follows this war is 
based on real justice for everyone, if the 
note that dominates the peace confer- 
ences is the desire to give the rights of 
life, liberty, and the pursuit of hap- 
piness to all peoples, then, and not until 
then, will the sacrifices that the boys 
made in 1917-18, and that they are now 
making, be worthwhile. 


Some men there are who live in one commu- 
nity but whose knowledge and ability in their 
own special fields make them, in reality, mem- 
bers of the other communities to which their 
interests extend. Such a man was Reinhardt 
Knuepfer who passed away early Sunday morn- 
ing at his home in Lawrence. 

For himself he had acquired a prestige in 
the music and business field that was enviable, 
being based as it was on his kindly, pleasant 
and friendly personality.

The Gospel and Democracy 
Sermonette by Rev. Herman C. Johnson 


It is generally assumed that 
some connection exists between 
the Chrisitian gospel and diemo- 
cratic government. What is this 
connection ? 

I think it is this: Christianity 
teaches a certain human equali- 
ty and freedom. The Bible does 
not contain the statement in so 
many words that “all men are 
created free and equal.” But it 
sets forth the two doctrines of 
original sin and free will. 

The doctrine of original sin 
holds that we are all equal in 
one respect; namely, in our un- 
worthiness before God. This: is 
the only kind of equality, so far 
as I can discover, which the 
Bible affirms. Men are unequal in 
their strength, in their wisdom, 
in their talents and skills. But 
this equality of sinfulness is the 
one important kind. Since we 
are equal in our badness, none 
of us has any rights over an- 
other. No man deserves more 
than another. No human being 
has any right to criticize or 
judge another. No mortal persor. 
is fit to be a law-giver or a dic- 
tator for the world. 

That, of course, is as far as 
the doctrine of equality goes. It 
takes away the right of one man 
to enslave another. But by the 
same token it fails to provide 
any man with the righ‘ co rebel 
against slavery. We do not de- 
serve freedom, any more than 
we deserve power. 

God does, however, want us to 
be free. This is the teaching of

the doctrine of free will. God 
created us with the ability to 
choose what we want to think 
and what we want to do. He 
has given us the very right to 
oppose him, if we so desire. 
Thus, while we do not have the 
moral right to be free, we have 
the God-given right to be free. 

We must infer that God con- 
sidered this freedom, a very im- 
portant and precious thing for 
men. Freedom has made it pos- 
sible for men to bring all kinds 
of cruelty and woe into the 
world. It is by using our free- 
dom selfishly that we have 
brought about oppression and 
injustice. And it is by using 
our freedom carelessly and in 
ignorance that we have brought 
about misery even to ourselves. 
And yet, in spite of this, God 
still does not restrain us. He 
seems to consider human free- 
dom worth the mistakes and 
suffering it brings about. For it 
is by freedom, and by bearing 
responsibilities, that we are de- 
veloped into finer and nobler 
beings. And thus it is not only 
our privilege to bear responsi- 
bilities; if is our duty. 

Democracy, which is the sys- 
tem of government where each 
man has an equal share of 
rights and bears an equal share 
of responsibilities, is the politi- 
cal regime most consistent with 
Christianity. It upholds’ the 
Christian grace of humility; 
and it encourages the Christian 
virtue of responsibility.

Which Is Older? 


Which is the oldest house in 
Andover, the Abbot house or the 


Abbot house? When what is 
more familiarly known as the 
Baker homestead on Argilla 
road was burned last Sunday 
morning, an interesting histori- 
cal point came to light. Sidney 


P. White, the owner of the old 
homestead, during his remodel- 
ling operations discovered evi- 
dence that this house was ten 
years older than its neighbor, 
the Benjamin Abbot house which 
has been generally considered 
Andover’s oldest house. 


He found one old beam with 
the date 1670 on it, and he also 
found some _ interesting con- 
struction between the walls 
which placed its construction at 
about that time. The house was 
built by an Abbot, and therefore 
can also be called The Abbot 
house. In fact, almost any 
house in Andover built in the 
old days can be called an Abbot 
house, for the town at that time 
was apparently flooded with 
Abbots. The Boston architect 
who worked with Mr. White as 
a consultant and who is well 
known for his knowledge of old 
construction, is reported to have 
substantiated Mr. White’s claim. 

For many years the Historical 
Society wondered if the Isaac 
Abbot tavern (the Locke House) 
on Elm street, or the Benjamin 
Abbot house, was the older. 
Finally it was pretty definitely 
decided that the Benjamin Ab- 
bot house should have the title. 
Now the Historical Society hav- 
ing decided between the Abbot 
tavern and the Abbot house has 
to make up its mind between the 
Abbot house and the Abbot 
house. 
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Why Do They Call It That? 
First in a series of articles 


about the origin of familiar An- 
dover names. 


Would you say that Bartlet street 
is named for Civil War General 
William ‘Bartlett, or for Bartlett 
pears? Does Park street honor a 
man named Park, or was some sort 
of a public common once situated 
there? Who was the Ballard, if any 
such person ever existed, whom 
Ballardvale sought to honor? 


We found out the answer to at 
least one of a number of such ques- 
tions, provoked by a vagrant sort 
of curiosity, at the library this 
week. Shawsheen, as applied to the 
river, not the town, is the Indian 
way of saying “Beauty’s Pathway.” 

The legend connected with the 
naming of the river is quite a 
curious one. It seems that one time, 
in the days when history was 
strictly a matter of imagination, a 
lonely Indian brave spent the win- 
ter alone in the woodlands near the 
Merrimack, hunting and trapping 
the game that abounded there. 
With the coming of spring, he was 
to return to his tribal headquarters 
and take the plunge into married 
life. Late in February, however, he 
fell desperately ill. Lying, in his 
crude little ‘hut, he thought that he 


would never see his bride-to-be 
again. 
By one of those amazing pro- 


cesses of telepathy that are found 
more in fancy than in fact, the 
pretty young squaw, an infinity of 
thirty miles to the south, sensed 
the fact that the brave was in some 
sort of trouble, and needed her. 
Without even troubling to pack an 
overnight case, but carrying an 
apronful of flowers which she had, 
for all we know, plucked out of 
thim air, she set out on foot for his 
distant bivouac.
